I, et, us have no more nib- 
bling with this question but let every 
man in Ireland who pay.s rent only jjay 
rent when he is forced to it at the point 
of the bayonet. Let them bring their 
bailiffs, sheriffs and soldiers. These 
hired mercenaries who are recruited 
from the slum.^ of England are brought 
here to shoot down tlio Irish people. 
[Groans.] Allow rent only to be col- 
lected when they have put their ma- 
chinery in force. You should do this 
with regard to all writs for the recov- 
ery of rent.s, and a.s for the recovery of 
possession and notices of ejectment. you 
should treat tlium Just in the same way." 

At a meeting of tho land league at 
Dublin to-day the arrest of Brennnn, 
secretary of tho league, was denounc- 
ed as an outrage on tho Irish race. The 
speakers declared that a national pro- 
test should be made in the shape of a. 
general strike against the payment of 
rent. 

The general a.ssernbly of tho Scotch 
h'ree Church yesterday adopted by a 
vote of 449 to 218 a resolution approv- 
ing a decision of the recent commission 
which instructed Prof. Robertson Smith 
to suspend teaching classes at Aberdeen 
university. 

London, Mny 2-1. — Gladstone, under 
strong party pressure in the house of 
commons, last evening announced the 
withdrawal by the government of the 
proposition for liciuising the sale of 
drink in railway earri.nges. 

The Timoi says: Lfj) to last night 
over one thousaiul anicndnifiit.s to he 
proposed to the land bill had been placed 
in order. iMany more amendments are 
being prepared by horao rulers and 
many by English and Irish liberals and 
conservatives. 

Lord Hartington, Indian secretary,

Harting- 
ton demandod to know wliether Spencer 
Churchill asked such a question on 
faith in the statement of Vanity Fair. 
Cliurchill denied this and said heasked^ 
the question on private information. 

The survivors of the disaster to tho 
British sloop-of-war Doterel, which was 



blown up and sunk in the Straits of 
Magellan on tho 2Gtli ult., have ar- 
rived at Lisbon. They are unable l.o 
explain tho cause of the explosion. 

In the house of commons to-day it 
was stated that the government would 
have to propose a grant from the ex- 
chequer to meet a deficiency in the 
revenue of Cyprus, but that tho gov- 
ernment must decline entering upon 
the question of tho expediency of re- 
taining the sovereignty of Cyprus.

EASTERN STATES. 

CincAOO, .May 27. — Tho entire re- 
vised New Testament is published here 
in the Times and Tribune to-day. To- 
night Henry Ward Beecher, in an inter- 
view, said that as far as lie had read he 
was highly [deased with the work of 
the revisers; that ho agreed .substantially 
with the changes made, and in fact had 
for many years been using many of 
these changes in his pulpit. Ho disap- 
proved, however, of substitution of the 
word "servant" for "slave" used in tlie 
King James version. He was not one 
of those abolitionists who believed 
slavery was not recognized in the scrip- 
tures. Ho thinks the revision will be 
Very generally accepted. 

PuiLADELPniA, May 22.— In most 
Protestant churches to-day clergj'men 
referred to -the revised New Testament. 
Their views in most cases were strongly 
in favor' of it as a valuable work which 
would throw light upon doirbtful mat- 
ters. In one or two instances tho work 
was condemned.

The dispatch respecting,' the loss of 
the excursion steamboat Victoria, near 
London, Ontario, on the evening of the 
'24th inst. is on«; of khe most harrowing 
pieces of intelligence wo have been 
called wi^ to record, since the sinking of 
the^ steMDfir^Pt'incess Alice in the river 
TharaeSjthreQyears ago. The circumstan- 
ces are not dissimilar in som« respects. 
Both wereexcursion steamers filled with 
passengers returning to their homes 
after a day spent in merry making. 
The Prinoeaa Alice was sunk on the 
English river Thames while on her way 
to London the Greater. The Victoria 
was sunk on the Canadian river Thames 
while on her way to London the Lesser. 
By the former disaster 600 lives were 
lost. The number of lost by the more 
recent qataatrophe was not ascertained 
at thedate of the dispatch; but 175 
bodies had then been recovered. Tho 
Princess Alice wassunk by collision with 
a huge collier; but tho Victoria 
"suddenly collapsed,'' ^-.oyii tho tc-lcgnirij, 
y,'Lich we take to mean that tho vessel, 
being overloadedj careened and filled 
and sank in twelve feet of water. Some 
of London's most prominent citizens 
were lost by the catastrophe — amongst 
ihem Mr. MEnEDiTn,father of the lead- 
er of the ■ opposition in the Ontario 
House. Death is an awful thing undor 
any circumatanees; but to bo snatched 
away without a moment's warning, 
while jest and song still linger upon 
tho lip,is doubly awful. We shall await 
further particulars with feelings of anx- 
iety. The dispatch concerning tho tor- 
ture and private execution in a Ruasisn 
prison of Hessy Helfmann, four days 
after her b^bywas born, will, we hope, 
be found to bo untrue. If true, the new 
Czar deserves a more cruel fate than 
that which overtook his father. The 
per.secution of the Russian Jews con- 
tinues in spite of the exertions of the 
government," and arretta. and. outrides 
continue unchecked *ih' -Ireland." The 
poliliual exeiteinent in Naw'Tork stntf; 
over the sen&torTal .'qiiestiori. is " very 
great. Tho Grant club has presented 
Cas'KLiNG wiih a complimentary ad- 
dress and there are serious signs of the 
disruption of the republican party 
and a coalition of the Conklino ring 
with the deuiscrady, . 



Eastern Canada Mail. 

Prospect House, Niagara Falls, Ont., 
May 11.— At, half-past ten o'clock this 
evening a fire vv^s discovered in an enor- 
mous straw stack belonging to tho Niagara 
Falls paper mills. It was only the work 
of a few momenta boforo the stack was in 
full blaze, and tho flamoa quickly spread- 
ing to the niabsivo mills tho whole was 
soon enveloped m flames, which shot out 
of the windows and roofs, forming a grand 
spectacle. The whole falls were illumina- 
ted, and no pyrotechnical display could be 
finer. Goat Island was a living forest. 
The fire is still raging at its highest. The 
Niagara Falls firo department are heroic- 
ally battling with the' flames and will save 
the bridges and tho smalls buildings op- 
posite. 'The view from tho Prcjapeot House 
IS beyond description. Tho paper mill 
company only to-day started running with 
their now machinery which they had just 
put at a cost of over fifty thousand dollars. 
Tho loss on tho mills and stock will bo 
over two hundred thousand dollars, with 
not morq.^than fifty .thousand, dollars iit- 
BUranco^ No 'power can aave any of the 
main buildings.' .The loss will bo daoply 
felt hero, as about sixty hands will be 
thrown out of employment. 

London, Ont., May 12. — A. disagreoa- 
blo case camo up boforo tho London Pres- 
bytery now in session hero.

Paquet, tho Provincial Secretary, of re- 
ceiving money from the Credit Foncier, 
and moved for a committee of investiga- 
tion. Mr. Paquet read a declaration in 
reply, and the consideration of the motion 
was postponed. 

St. John, May 11.— Charles G. Paul, 
employed by the Singer Sewing Machine 
Manufacturing Company, is among the 
missing, and a warrant has been issued 
for his arrest.- Ho is alleged to have car- 
ried ufT money belonging to the company.

SAD ENDING 

TO QUEEN'S' BIRTHDAY FESTIVITIES. 

An. Ezotirslon Steamer Sunk IToar 
London, Out, 

AWFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 

IDispatfhca to tlio Seattle I'ost.l 

London, Ont., May 24. — This ovcning 
•t 6 o'clock the ateamor Victoria witii 
over GOO excuraioniats on board, was re- 
turning firom Spring Bank. When near 
tho Cavo railway bridge, ono iiiilo bolow 
the city, tho boat suddenly collapsed liko 
an cgj^slioll and bocanio a total wioek, 
sinking lovel with the water's edge. All 
tho paaaoiigora . wore inaiaiiliy pluiiyud 
intO' tho stream, moro than half of thorn 
being underneath tho debris. Tho lirst 
news which reached tho city was brought 
by the survivors Svho struggled througli 
tho atreots wot and weary. Tho news fell 
liko a thunderbolt and a stampodo took 
phico for tho spot. Arriving there a hor- 
rible sight mot their gazo. From 50 to 
60 bodies had already been recovered and 
were lying on tho green award some dis- 
tance up tho bank. Those arriving from 
the city and from every direction crowded 
iirountl anxious to see if any relativoa 
were on board. Several luindrcd faniilioa 
were represented on tlio excursion, and 
tlio wail of anguish that arose at tho siqlit 
of 'victims was licart-rending. Fathers, 
mothers, brothers and sisters rusiied 
panic-stricken, endeavoring to identify 
relatives. By 7 o'clock about 80 bodies 
had been recovered from under tho wreck, 
whore tho water was twelve feet Jeep. 
Almost every minute some victim was 
brought to tlio surface and conveyed to 
the boat. Tho steamer Prince.ss Louise 
was early brought to tho spot and the 
victims placed upon the upper dock. 
Fires were lit on the bank overlooking 
the river and petroleum torches wero 
brought and tho searcli continued. Up 
to the present hour 150 corpses have been 
secured. ' Among the dead are Jas. Rob- 
ertson, manager of tho bank of British 
North America, Wm. McBride, secretary 
of the western fair association, Jfrs. VVm. 
Ashbury, Wm. Millman and two son.j, J. 
Rogers, S. 0. Meridoth, clerk of tho dis- 
trict court. It is all confusion at tlio 
landing at the foot of Dundas street, wliich 
is now crowded with people waiting in 
breathless expectation for tho at-rival of 
the steamer Princess Louise with the 
bodies. Tho total loss will aggregate 
175. : ■■

John Carson alias ■' Potato John," was 
charged with selling a bottle of gin to an 
Oregon Indian on the 2Cth inst. 

jShn pleaded not guilty. 

Officer Kirkup certified to tho informa- 
tion laid and stated that ho saw tho In- 
dian enter a house on Johnson street on 
Wednesday about ) I) a.m., and a few min- 
utes after saw priaoner going m with a 
bottle of gin; wiien he looked through 
tho door thero were two Indians and two 
Indian women in tho room; saw tho In- 
dian with the bottle produced, who told 
witness in tlie presence of ihc prisoner 
that tho pri.soiier gave him the bottle; 
prisoner was tlieii arrested and brought to 
gaol. 

Tho prisoner stated that he lioilglit tho 
bottle for himself and put it on the table, 
and then wont tu bod. lie did nut give 
if. tn the Indian. 

On tho Indi:ui being put into tho wit- 
ness-box the C'liiirt asked him what cliurch 
ho attended and was informed tliat it waa 
tho Roman Catholic Ohurcli ; that he 
could read and knew tho Uiblo. He pre- 
ferred to talk Chinook although he know 
some English. After being sworn he 
stated that ho went to prisoner's house 
and gave him four bits to get a bottlo of 
gin with; witness waa just going to open 
the bottle whon the ofliccr came and took 
it away from him. 

Prisoner hero stated that the witness 
was drunk. 

This tho witness indignantly denied. 

An Indian woman named Mary was 
then produced, but as her ovideiico on a 
former occasidu was not con.sidered n'lia- 
bio the Court decline J to hoar her again. 
She was accordingly ordered down. 

Prisoner had no witnesses to call in 
his dofunco, and he again assorted that ho 
purchased tho gin for himself and loft it 
on tho table whore the Indian found it. 

Supt. O'CiiiiiKir, in reply to the Court, 
stated that tlio prisontr had lieen convict- 
ed four times for buiiiL,' drunk and disor- 
derly and had also been in gaol for sup- 
plying li(pior to Indians, llis eliaraeter 
was very bad indeed, and he was contin- 
ually selling liquor to Indiana. lie had 
also been implicated in a clothes robbery. 

Prisoner denied the atateniont of tlu! 
anpcriiitendeut. Ho had been hero since 
'68 and ct)idd get a good character from 
Mr. Si)ratt. Ho had been dealing in old 
bottles and old clothes and had always 
been honest. 

His Honor was afraid that tho prisoner 
was too old tn reform and that it would 
be no use to indict a lenient sentence. 
Tlio otl'once had been fully proven and he 
would have to sutl'er four months' inipri- 
S(ninicnt with liard labor.

And whether any 
material change will bo made in tho 
management of tho lino is equally in the 
dark.

Till-; St'.MATRA. — Work on board this 
vessel is i)rogressing in a satisfactory man- 
ner. About 420 tons or coal hjive been 
already discharged and 80 more will bo 
taken out to day, making 500 in all. This 
is all of tho cargo it i.s consiilei'i'd mjce.s- 
sary to move. The damage to tho ship is 
found to bo chiefly on the port side aloug 
tho bilge. Several plailks are split and 
broken; but temporary repairs have so 
far progressed by stuffing the breaks with 
tarpaulin, covering it with leather and 
then planking outside of it, that two hours' 
pumping in the 24 koeps the ship free 
from water. Capt. ■ Rock expects to get 
r-.way next week with 1200 tons of cargo 
for fcjan Francisco, where she will bo dis- 
charged and put into tiio drydock.

Tho execu- 
tive committeo will hold another nieotiug 
in a few days to.-wind up the business of 
what aU'wiU wjncode to have been a most 
succsasful regatta. 



The black sand brought from Capo 
Coinmcrell has been tested and found to 
contain gold. Specks of the precious met- 
al are readily seen with the n'akedjeyo 
lifter tlio sand has been washed in a "sau- 
cer or pan. No doubt is entertained that 
the deposits are valuable; the only point 
to bo determined being the best method 
of savinu tho gold. On.thecoasjA of Cali- 
fornia and Oregon black*:sand' deposits 
have been worked for many years with 
more or less success, and the Humboldt 
Times furnishes tho following informa- 
tion as to tho latest method fur extracting 
tho gold: 

Ever since the time the pioneers first 
wont over tho northern beach has the fact 
been established that the ocean sand.s 
were rieii with lino float or scale gold. On 
several occasions, inventions that were 
advertised as perfect separators have been 
tested and failed. Tho greater portion of 
tho experimenting has. been' done by tlia 
Stone Lagoon jNIining Company, and in 
the last six years no less than three diller- 
eut machines have been tested, eacli in 
tliBir turn proving failinjs. The 
gold is very line in scale.s, and thus ob- 
tains its name, lloat gold. The s,ipara- 
tors that have been tested, luul a com- 
bination of plates, covered with amalgam 
over which tho sand was made to pass 
with water, but the current tlins formed 
would not allow tho gold to attach to the 
amalgam in any large (piantities. No- 
thing has been done for soveral years in 
the way of experiments. But now a new 
candidate api>ears on tho seone, and 
other invention is to be tested, this time 
by a San Francisco company. The new 
separator is about the size of an oi'diiiary 
bureau, and has six drawers, or layers of 
plates, that are eovured with ani.dgam. 
Each plate lias holes punched through it 
about a quarler of an inch in dianiutt:r, 
iiKuli! from tho top so that tho ragged 
eilge will be (Hi tho under siiie. The gold- 
bearing aand ia dumped in on the top 
phito, tho water being turned on. The 
aotion of the water sets the sand in mo- 
tion, and, with tlio gold, pnsse.s through 
the lioles. The ragged edge of tho holes 
throws the sand around so that it drops 
on the second plate, leaving the loose freo 
gold, which attaches itself to tho amal- 
gam. What gold docs not catch on tho 
second layer goes on tvith^tho saud tQ^the 
third, where it again cncountora amalgam, 
and so on through the six layers."

A rooent careful examination of tlie ac- 
counts of the late sherifl" of Cowlitz coun- 
ty disclosca the unpleasant fact that he is 
defaulter to the amount of some seventeen 
hundred dollars.

In Franco, when a horse has reachial 
the age of 20 or 30, it is destined for a 
chemical factory. It is first relieved 
of its hair, wliich ser's e.s to stuff cush- 
ions and saddles ; thi'ii it is slaughtered 
nnd skiiineil ; the hoofs serve to make 
comb.s. Next the carcass is placi'd in a 
cylinder,aiid cooked by steam at a pres- 
sure of three atmosplieres ; a cock is 
opened, which allows the grease to run 
off; tlmn the remains are cut up; the 
leg bones are sold to make knife han- 
dles, etc., and tho coar.ser, the ribs, the 
head, etc., aro converted into animal 
black and gluo. The lirst are calcined 
in cylinder, and the vapors, when con- 
don.sed, from the chief source of carbo- 
nate of ammonia, whicli constitutes the 
base of nearly all ammoniacal salt.s. 
There is an animal oil yielded which 
makes a ca))ital insecticide and a vor- 
luifuco. To make gluo the bones are 
dissolved in muriatic acid, wiiicii takes 
away tho phosphate of lime ; the soft 
residue, retaining the shape of the 
bone, is dissolved in boiling water, cast 
into squares, and dried on nets. The 
phosphate of lime, acted u[)on by sul- 
phuric acid ami calcined with carbon, 
produces phosphorous for lucifor match- 
es. The remaining flesh i.s distilled to 
obtain the carbonate of ammonia; the 
resulting mass is pounded up with pot- 
ash, then mixed uitli old nails and old 
iron of every description ; the whole is 
calcined and yields inagnilicent yellow 
cryatala — prussiate of potash, with 
which tissues are dyed a Pru.ssian blue, 
and iron transformed into steel ; it also 
forms the basis of cyanide of potassium 
and prussic acid, tho two most terrible 
poisons known in chemistry.

Wm. Stapleford, of Manchester, Tlels 

"What He Enovs of tho Oaso. 



New Youk, April 30. — Wiu. otaplr;- 
ford, of Manchester, England, who at 
the time when the famous Tichborno 
case was being tried, was naid to have 
been w-anted by the British authorities, 
is now here. Stapleford was- a solici- 
tor in Sydney, and had a partner nam- 
ed Gibbs. Stapleford was acquainted 
svith the genuine heir, nnd knew of his 
loss at sea. He went to London and 
identified tho claimant Orton as an im 
poster, nnd threatened to expose him, 
but Orton informed him that his part- 
ner Gibbs bad conceived the fraud and 
had taken advantage of tiic informa- 
tion given him by Stapleford regarding 
the death of young Ticbborne. An at- 
torney named Oubbitt was olso itnjili- 
catcd, and got Orton into the scheme. 
A largo sum of money was received by 
the conspirators from Lady Tichborno 
when the false evidence that Orton was 
the genuine heir was sent her. More 
money was Qbtained and divided after 
Lady Tichborno identified Orton in 
London. To save Gibbs, and avoid 
being mixed up in the matter, Staple- 
ford kept back his evidence, and when 
tho fraud was discovered and Orton 
sentenced lie did not think it necessary 
to inculpate his partner. Now Gibbs 
is dead, and he feels no longer any 
hesitation in giving the true history of 
the case.
